(The  following  letter  was  sent  by  members  of  the  North¬ 
west  Missourian  staff  to  the  Traffic  Court.) 

Chairman 

Student-Faculty  Traffic  Court 
Dear  Sir: 

It  has  come  to  the  attention  of  the  Northwest  Missourian 
that  an  acute  increase  in  reckless  driving  has  developed  on 
campus.  This  situation  has  become  so  serious  that  we  feel 
certain  steps  should  be  taken  by  your  committee  to  put  an 
end  to  it. 

There  are  approximately  four-hundred  children  on  campus 
during  the  week.  This  includes  the  students  at  Horace  Mann, 
dependents  from  college  heights  and  the  trailer  court.  Also, 
there  are  many  students  walking  the  campus  at  night  as 
well  as  during  the  daylight  hours. 

One  who  has  children  cannot  simply  wait  around  for  the 
first  child  to  be  injured  or  killed  before  some  kind  of  action 
is  recommended.  It  must  be  done  immediately  as  a  prevent¬ 
ative  measure  to  insure  that  this  never  happens. 

We  realize  that  it  is  against  administration  policy  to  have 
the  local  police  patrolling  the  campus  continuously.  We  feel 
that  a  twenty-four  hour  campus  patrol  is  the  only  answer. 
The  patrol  should  have  the  right  to  pursue  and  stop  all  viola¬ 
tors.  The  violator  should  then  be  placed  into  the  hands  of  the 
local  police  for  arrangement  of  a  traffic  court  hearing,  or, 
if  under  the  influence  of  alcohol,  other  arrangements. 

We  strongly  feel  that  anyone  convicted  of  any  type  of 
reckless  driving,  whether  it  be  simple  speeding,  or  some¬ 
thing  more  serious,  should  appear  before  the  Student-Faculty 
Traffic  Court.  He  or  she  should  not  be  allowed  to  diive  his 
or  her  automobile  on  this  campus  permanently.  When  this 
is  done  the  license  should  be  given  to  the  campus  patrol  to 
insure  the  penalty  is  carried  out.  The  patrol  should  also  re¬ 
ceive  a  description  of  the  car  and  the  student’s  name. 

The  staff  of  the  Northwest  Missourian  pledges  its  full  sup¬ 
port  to  the  Student-Faculty  Traffic  Court,  and  we  will  do  our 
part  in  informing  the  student  body  of  your  actions.

(Excerpts  from  the  minutes  of  the  Student  Senate  Oct.  19, 
1961  meeting.) 

Bob  Cobb  presented  before  the  Senate  an  amendment  for 
By-Lav/  Number  1,  Regulation  4  of  tlie  Student  Government 
Association.  The  amendment  read  as  follows: 

Section  1.  During  the  Wednesday  of  the  third  full  week  in 
the  first  semester.  Freshmen,  Sophomores,  Juniors,  and  Sen¬ 
iors  shall  meet  lor  the  nomination  of-  class  officers.  There 
may  be  any  number  of  nominations  for  each  office.  A  motion 
to  close  nominations  can  not  be  made  until  all  nominations 
have  been  presented. 

Section  2.  The  Student  Senate  shall  be  in  charge  of  set¬ 
ting  the  time  and  of  notification  as  to  the  time  of  nominating 
conventions.  The  President  of  the  Student  Government  Asso¬ 
ciation  shall  be  the  presiding  officer  for  the  Freshman  Nomi¬ 
nating  Convention.  All  class  officers  shall  be  elected  at  an  all 
school  election  to  be  held  from  8:00  a.m.  to  4:00  p.m.  The' 
elections  shall  be  held  one  week  from  the  day  of  the  nomi¬ 
nating  convention.  These  elections  shall  be  by  secret  ballot 
and  shall  be  conducted  under  the  auspices  of  the  Student 
Senate. 

Section  3.  Any  candidate  having  a  plurality  of  votes  shall 
be  declared  elected.  In  regard  to  absentee  ballots,  these  shall 
be  permitted  providing  they  conform  to  regulations  specified 
in  Article  6,  Section  5,  e  and  f,  of  this  Constitution.  Cam¬ 
paigns  shall  be  conducted  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Stu¬ 
dent  Senate.  , 

June  Lee  Nelson  moved  that  the  Amendment  be  accepted. 
It  was  passed  by  an  eleven  to  one  vote  of  the  Senate;  Ad-
